This generall rule king Salomon 
gaue vnto other: Be diligent to knowe the 
eſtate of thy flocke, and take heede vnto thy 
heardes, For rite hes remaine not al wales, nei- 
ther the crowne from generation to generatis 
on ;Expzeſly ſhe wing, that to encreaſe ryt⸗ 
ches, oꝛ to ſet fozth the glozy ofa kingdome, 
that is not the greateſt duty ofa Pagiſtrate.

the people of ſrael, he reckeneth vp this as 
their greateſt diſoꝛder, that lying and ſwea- 
ring, and ignoꝛaunce of God, was not punts 
ſhed amonaeſt them. 

And alas ( dearely beloued) if thys be the 
ſaying ofthe ÞP2ophet,let vs loke vnto it, 4 
dare not but ſpcake the truth, ſeing God hath 
called me hether . Be hath rayſed me vp ſo 
hye, when J was caſt downe , that J cannot 
koꝛget his beneſttes. af this wyll not ſerue, 4 
wil ſurely ſpeake pet moze plainlꝑ, when the 
Loꝛd ſhall open my mouth againe. Surelp if 


this be the laying of the Pꝛophet ( as it is in 
3 diede) 
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dede) that lying, that ſwearing, that blynde

and Jeruſalem haue euermoze pzactiſed it, 
the faythfull Emperours in the pꝛimitiue 
Church made it their cytefzit ſtudpy, the law 
of nature hath ingrauen it in the hart of man 
And what godly P2ince can now ſlæpe in ſe⸗ 
curilie, it he haue no care vnto it?

meane while that all theſe whozedames are 
committed, pou at whoſe haudes God wil re- 
quire it,you ſit ſtil, and are careles, e let men 
do as they liſt. Jt toucheth not belike your 
common wealth, and therfoze you are ſd wel 
contented to let al alone. The Lo2d encreaſe 
the giftes of his holy ſpirite in vou, that from 
faith to faith pau may grow contaually, tylt 
that yau be zealous as god King Dauid, to 
wozke his wyll. Af you know not res 
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krome this, oꝛ haue ſo lifle counſell (as mans 
hart is blinded) that you can deniſe no wap, 
aſke counſell at the mouth of the Loꝛd, and 
bis holy wyll that be renealed vnfo you, 

To refozme eupl Pafrones, your Paiefty 
mult ſkrengthen your lawes, that they may 
rule as wel hye as low. As Eſdras ſaiv once,

ces and Rulers are chiefe in this treſpaſſe. Jf 
you wyll haue if amended , you mult pꝛouide 
ſo that the higheſt may be afraide fo offende. 
Tokeope backe the ignozant from the Pini⸗ 
ſterie, whom God hath not called to ſuche a 
function, take away your authoꝛitie from ths

The third thing that J ſayde in thys place 
was to be noted, was of Dauid himſelfe,how 
faithfully he executed that whereunfo he was 
called.
